llroad Klpplo, a suburb of Indianapolis, 
ton miloa from tbo city propor, was tliis 
morning tbe scene of the moat terrible 
disaster that baa ever visited thin etate. 
Six peraons were bumed to death and 
thirty people are lying in the homes of 
neighbors, burned, ecarred and racked 
with pain from broken bonea. 


Four buildings, occupying a block of 


the town, are in ruina. 


Of tbe six dwad nothing but charred 


and blackened bonee, witb hanging 
etrips of foul smelling fleah. remain. 
Two ol tlio dead aro still unidentified, 
then) being no way of identification ex- 
cept by listing those who are miaeing. 


At 10 o'clock a foul odor wiia noticed 


in the drug store of J. M. Wutta and a 
lamp in a dark room used for amateur 
photography went out. It was lighted, 
and aa tho burning match waa thrown 
to the floor atroaka of llftmo of a bluieb 
tint rau along tlie joint between tho 
boards, allowing the presence of escap- 
ing natural gae, and tneji up tbe walls. 
The next instant tbo explosion came. 
Tho walla were burled in every direction 
and tbo top of the building foil with a 
crunching, grinding 
sound, covering 


everything. Fire broke out and ehrioka 
could be beard from thoeo buried be- 
neath. Of tho eevon persons in the 
store three were burned alive. Tlie reat 
are atill alive and may recover. 


A hundred persons were at work on 


the ruina trying to aave Groaek'a pro- 
eery adjoining, palling at the ruins to 
save thoeo buried beneath. While thug 
engaged, and twenty minutes alter the 
first explosion, a liccond came from be- 
neath tho grocery. It was a mighty 
roar and burled tho building to atoms.

Don't you see that if an 
irreaponeible man gets a contract on 
your crop by putting up 'jawbone,' or 
evou a quarter of ft cent a pound, and 
[or any reason raisins should drop, he 
could forfeit what be had paid and let 
the grower bear tbe loss? He would 
'have'tbe grower if raisine went up; 
but the grower wouldn't 'have1 him if 
they went down. There is no reason 
why they ehould go down unless the 
growers all go to speculating, but such 
contracts are not business." 


Tbie Deems a sound suggestion in every 


cense and one that growers could safely 
adopt. Interviews with growers indi- 
cate that for good raieins the price stands 
at 3W, shading slightly above or below 
according to quality. The crop on.the 
Eiien vines ard went for 3^ cents.
